S. tomeni* - The bulk of the Rumanian refining is done in 
the Ploesti ares in which are located olght of the eleven ma^or Rumanian 
refineries, Total Rumanian refinery tlvroughpct reached a high of 31,245*000 
metric tons in 1942. As a result of war damage capacity declined approxi- 
mately 54 percent to about 5,200*000 metric tons in 1944. % 1947 capacity 
bad been restored to approxl tately 3,000,000 metric tone. IVesent capacity 
remains approximately at the sre figure and is ample to handle the present 
iadi.g an.ons production of crude oil. Petroleum facilities in Cnnstansa con- 
sists on3y of storage tanks. 


b, Hungary - The bulk of Hungarian refining is done in the 
Budapest area in which are located five refineries (three in Budapest, one 
in -.Vtfurdo, and one in Almasfaziho). The total planned throughput capacity 
of these refineries was approximately ICO, 000 metric tons. *ar daaage pre- 
sented the attainpwnt of this figure and reduced the capacity to approxi- 
mately 550,000 metric tons. All war damage has been repaired, and present 
capacity is believed to be approximately 300,000 estric tons.

$U Hew production along North Shore of Caspian Sea - Production in 
this area is United to the Ikba region, an area running generally north 
and northeast fro® Guryev on the Caspian to Aktyubinsk. The "ivba region 
produced 700,000 metric tone of petroleum in 1940. Output rose only slightly 
between 1940 and 1945* wing to decline in production u the old fields, 
la 1943 the Esba oil fields exceeded the 1940 level of output by 19*7 per- 
cent, and 3^7,970 tons of crude oil were produced In that year. Soviets 
claim that new oil bearing deposits, discovered in 1943, will produce a 
sharp rise in oil output in the near future. Tic Fourth Five Year Plan 
aai jed for a production of 1,200,000 satiric tons per year by fee end of 
1950. This figure represents 3.4 percent of total USSR indigenous crude 
production planned for 1950.
